Gore’s resolution 
was a substitute for Senator McCum- 
ber’8 resolution and an

The resolution was defeated on roll 
call when Senator James, administra­ 
tion whip, moved to table.

Forty years ago 
w*hen the general business 
plan 
of 
state affairs was laid out, it was laid 
upon very broad grounds. 
In those 
days the business was not so exten­ 
sive as at present and the men who 
were elected to the various offices 
could keep close watch over the var­ 
ious affairs of their offices and often 
consulted together to make the state 
government as efficient and economi­ 
cal as possible. 
During these forty 
years a great many departments have 
been added to the stale government, 
until at present, the state institutions, 
the state offices, the state board and 
state commissions, are very numerous 
indeed. 
It is impossible now' for the 
governor, or the state officers to keep 
the same close watch that was kept 
forty years ago, the demand for new' 
offices and new' departments has been 
so strong and urgent before the legis­ 
lature that many have possibly been 
made without proper inquiry into the 
matter. 
If I am elected governor of Mis­ 
souri, I shall, with the consent of the 
legislature, and if their consent is not 
given, of my own motion, select an 
“Efficiency Board,” that will exam­ 
ine into the needs of 
every 
office, 
from the governor’s on down through 
the list of state offices, 
and 
every 
board or commission of any kind in 
the state, every institution of learn­ 
ing and every eleemosynary and penal 
institution of the state.

The principality of Rourr-ania 
had at that time just been founded, 
and there wras no sense in the young 
princess’ remark except that she be­ 
lieved it a sufficiently safe way to say 
that she didn’t w'ant to marry at all. 
There is a remarkable romance at­ 
tached to the fact thai some years 
later her suitor became Prince Charles 
of Ifohenzollern, who was refused on 
the same fanciful 
pretext 
that 
the 
princess would not marry unless she 
could be Queen of Roumania. In 1868 
Prince Charles w*as chosen ruler of 
Roumania, and in the autumn cf the 
next year he returned to Wied <o re­ 
mind the Princess Elizabeth of her de­ 
sire to rule over that kingdom. 
Married and settled in the palace at 
Bucharest, the princess threw' herself 
with great ardor into the life of the* 
country. She learned to read Lind write 
Roumanian, made herself acquainted 
with the needs and requirements of 
the land, and became so beloved that 
the 
people 
called 
her 
“The Little 
Mother.” Out of lier own private purse 
she founded schools, hospitals aud art 
galleries, and devoted practically her 
w'hole live to philanthropy. 
Although 
she had practiced her literary talents 
in a limited way for many veals, it 
was not until the death of her first 
and only child, at the age of 4, that 
much of her work was published. 
She translated into German the* fa­ 
vorite 
Roumanian 
folk 
songs 
aud 
wrote some short novels and dramas. 
Borne 
of 
her 
publications 
are: 
“Thoughts 
of 
a 
Queen,’' 
“ Ed teen 
Vaughan,” “Shadows on Life’s Dial” 
and “A Real Queen’s Fairy Book.” 
Having lost her own little girl, she 
pictured herself as mother to millions 
of Roumanian children, 
and 
among 
them she was held in great affection. 
As to woman’s wrork, Carman Sylva 
often expressed herself in interviews: 
‘A woman,” she said, “is made for the 
louie. Her hands should be trained to 
do beautiful things, things which she 
can do by her own fireside, and there 
her husband should find her.” 
Her husband, King Charles I of Rou­ 
mania, died in October, 1914. past 75 
years of age. 
Since then the Queen 
Mother herself had been in ill health, 
suffering particularly from cataract in 
both eyes.

Drilling the Seed. 
W hether the 
ground 
is

or 
poorly prepared, the seed should be 
drilled in. This puts them dow*n in 
the ground

moisture.

moisture at ripening than any of our 
crops. If it can not get it, of course, 
a light crop results. The method of 
preparing the ground 
has 
a

deal to do with holding this moisture

The 
common 
complaint 
is 
that 
oats don’t pay, and I think it is true, 
but I wonder just what crops would 
pay if we treated them like we treat 
oats. Use just any kind of seed, dis­ 
eased or otherwise, and “hog” them 
in.

grown with success in the more humid 
regions.
